WORKING PRINCIPLES 


What can be said of the manner in which the principles 
of revision/of construction that are utilized by cre- 
ators of works of art to unify/organize the presenta- 
tional and representational levels of the works of art 
that they bring into existence are understood and uti- 
lized at the same spatial coordinates on the planet 
earth during two different periods of history by those 
who are interested in and capable of bringing into exis- 
tence works of art and who do use those principles to 
bring into existence works of art as opposed to bring- 
ing into existence phenomena that are not at the same 
time autonomous and aesthetic? Are there for example 
similarities in the manner in which those principles 
were understood and utilized in England say in the period 
November 17, 1558--March 24, 1603 and in the period June 
20, 1837--January 22, 1901? Are there for example simi- 
larities in the manner in which those principles are un- 
derstood and utilized at those spatial coordinates during 
all periods of history? Are there for example differ- 
ences in the manner in which those principles were un- 
derstood and utilized in England during both of those 
periods? Are there for example differences in the manner 
in which those principles are understood and utilized 

in England during all periods of history? Is it not 
rational to suggest that there are always similarities 
and always differences in the manner in which those 
principles are understood and utilized at any spatial 
coordinates on the planet earth during any two periods 
of history and that those similarities and differences 
must be seen in relationship to the secondary gravita- 
tional and electromagnetic formes that affected (1) 

those coordinates qua coordinates at those times (2) 
those coordinates qua physical geography at those times 
(3) those who were situated at those coordinates at 

those times and their relationship to those coordinates 
qua coordinates/qua physical geography at those times? 
Is it not because of the effect of given secondary grav- 
itational and electromagnetic forces on the spatial 
coordinates of England during the period November 17, 
1558--March 24, 1603 that the works of art brought into 
existence during that period are similar to/different 
from (1) those works of art that were brought into exis- 
tence in England in the period June 20, 1837--January 22, 
1901 (2) all those works of art that have been or will 
be brought into existence at those spatial coordinates 
(3) all those works of art that have been or will be 
brought into existence at all spatial coordinates what- 
soever on the planet earth during all periods of history?
